And 
another great benefactor of the deaf was 
Bdward Miner Gallaudet who founded the 
College for the Deaf, at Washington, D. C. 

It is fitting that we stop a moment to pay 
a few words of tribute to them, and to the 
many noble men and women educators and 
friends who have followed in their foot¬ 
steps. 

We hope your slay here will be a most 
profitable and happy one, and that, when 
the time comes for you to return to your 
homes, you will carry with you many 
pleasant memories of your stay in our 
city.

Afternoon Session. 

The President called the meeting 
to order at 2.10 p.m. 

During the morning session there 
was more or less dispute over the 
legality of revising the By-Laws. 

The President explained that she 
had sent out notice to all the mem¬ 
bers of the Association that there 
would be a revision of the By-Laws, 
when the Association met in Conven¬ 
tion. No protest was ever received 
from any member, therefore the By- 
Laws committee went ahead with 
their work of revision. 

The Secretary read a record of the 
appointment of a By-Laws committee 
in 1922 from the Minute book. This 
committee made no report at the 1923 
Convention, therefore this committee 
became automatically dead. The new 
President according to the By Laws 
had the right to appoint a new com¬ 
mittee. 

Mr. Isadore Selig moved that the 
revision of constitution and by-laws 
be laid on the table until the next 
Convention. That the president be 
empowered to appoint a committee 
to consult with a corporation lawyer, 
and report at the next Convention 
Seconded by Mr. Schneider. Dis¬ 
cussion : Mr. Martin moved that 
the motion be put to vote. Second¬ 
ed by Mrs. Lewis, passed. 

Mr. Russell P. Hundley then read 
his paper on “ Our Greatest Need.” 
Discussion then followed for some 
time on what constitutes our great¬ 
est need. 

Mr. Terry moved that the yearly 
dues he increased to $1.00. Second¬ 
ed by Mr Germer. Discussion. Mr. 
Matheis moved the discussion be 
closed and motion be put to vote. 
Seconded by Mr. Barrett. Motion 
not carried. 

Mr. Schneider suggested that dif¬ 
ferent cities in the State should send 
in invitations for the next meeting 
of the Association Mr. Rothert 
moved that the Board of Directors 
be instructed to send out printed in 
viiatious to different cities in the 
State, asking the deaf of those cities 
if they desired to have the next con¬ 
vention held in their city. Mr. 
Schneider moved that the mofion be 
put to vote. Seconded by Mrs. Bing¬ 
ham. Passed. 

Mr. Isadore Selig moved that any 
iuvitation from a city to hold the 
next convention should be hacked 
by thirty members from that city. 
Seconded by Mr. Martin. Discuss¬ 
ed by Mr. Phelps, who said this 
would mean that the convention 
would always be held in San Fran¬ 
cisco and Los Angeles. This would 
exclude San Diego from getting the 
convention. He said Mr. Jesse 
Brown, of San Diego, was a host all 
by himself, and that said city could 
offer many attractions to a conven¬ 
tion. Mr. Phelps brought down the 
house by drawing a picture of by¬ 
gone days in Missouri, when Mr. 
and Mrs. Terry were on a farm and 
Jesse Brown was their hired man. 
He described Mrs. Terry as being 
unconscious of the honors which 
awaited her, such as becoming Presi¬ 
dent of the California Association. 
He wound up by proving Mr. 
Brown’s ability and fitness to make 
a success of whatever he under¬ 
takes. 

Mr. Schneider moved that Mr. 
Selig’s motion be put to vote. Se¬ 
conded by Miss Bible. Motion not 
carried. 

Mr. Matheis moved that a vote of 
thanks be tendered the Board and 
its officers. Seconded by Mr. Ger¬ 
mer. A rousing vote was given. 

Adjourned at 4:29 p.m.

Recently Harry House- 
berg, a misfit as the result of a street 
car accident, was deprived of a sum, 
said to be nearly $8oo, through au 
unusual sort of confidence game 
played on him by William Barres, a 
young deaf man of questionable 
character, shunned by the deaf in 
general around here. Somehow re¬ 
ceiving information that -Houseberg 
was in possession of a bank account, 
Borres had himself introduced to 
him as Silent Martin by an accom¬ 
plice rtt>t yet identified. After brag¬ 
ging about the great victories he 
had scored in the fight game and the 
money reaped therefrom Borres, it 
is alleged, furnished Houseberg with 
moonshine worse than varnish. 
Ordinarily Houseberg’s judgment is 
bad enough, aud with him uow 
pickled Borres saw his chance. He 
told Houseberg that he happened to 
be at present iu financial difficulties 
from speculating, but that in a few 
weeks he would be flush agaiu with 
the fights he had iu view. Au ap¬ 
peal for a loan, with promises of a 
return of more than double the 
amount was made. That looked so 
good, and Borres was accommodated 
with a check or a drawing order on 
the bank. As banks are known to 
exercise the greatest caution in 
cashing checks just how it 
was accomplished is beyond our 
comprehension. We are unable to 
make much out of Houseberg’s un¬ 
intelligible explanations.
